General News. 
Cbolwm U still raginc la I till. 
An earthquake slioak was recently 
fell at Malta. 

JVasliiiiRloii Territory now has wo- 
men ai well as men on juries. 

Policemen was poisoned in Chicago, 
by drinking beer with an anarchist. 

The trunk-line railroads will carry 
dry goods hereafter for one-third less 
rates. 

The Knights of Labor are bavins a 
struggle to rid their organization of so- 
cialism. 

Twenty thousand people have died 
within a single district in Uorea this 
summer with cholera. 

The Democratic and Republican can- 
didates for Governor of Tennessee are 
brothers, Robert L. and A. A. Taylor. 
A" passenger Bteamer was burned on 
the River Volga, In Russia, on the 21st 
and two hundred persons lost their 
lives. 

Fine strawberries of the second crop 
are arriving iu Baltimore from Anne 
Arundel county, and Bell quickly for 
fifty cents a box. 

They had a two-million dollar fire in 
San Francisco on the 21st. A large 
slice of the National wealth goes up In 
flame and smoke every year. 

The alliance of the three Emperors 
appears to be well knit together. Jt 
probably means that In the division of 
the Turkish estate England will be left 
out in the cold. 

A Inspection of the five hundred 
mail-bags thit were sunk in the Oregon 
and have since been recovered, shows 
that ladles smuggle a great many 
French gloves, with laces, ribbons, 
etc., in newspapers sent by mail. 

The Niagara whirlpool mania has 
reached Plltaburirh and a South Side 
mill hand wants to emulate Capt. Webb 
and make the attempt to swim the 
rapids without artificial support. What 
ho needs is artificial restraint. 

The drought in Iowa Is drying up 
many fish ponds. Among them is 
Horseshoe Pond, near Bedford, which 
is a few feet from a running brook. 
The other day the grass between the 
pond and the brook was found to be 
full of catfish, which were Hopping 
their way from the drying-up pond to 
the running water. 

In the vaults of the United States 
Treasury at Washington there Is the 
sum of $2£>.T4ti,26, which is entered 
upon the books of the Treasurer as 
"Miscellaneous receipts from persons 
unknown," and which sum constitutes 
what is known as the "Conscience 
Fund," as It is supposed to come from 
people who have at some time defraud- 
ed the GovernmeLt and wlm wish to 
make restitution hy refunding the 
amounts of their peculations. 

The Cigarmakers' Union, of Chicago, 
has gone into court and asked that a 
tirm in that city be enjoined from using 
an imitation "union -label" on cigar- 
bnxes. It is claimed that the firm do 
not employ union workmen, and there- 
fore have n * right to use the label of 
the union. It is alleged also that the 
tirm in order to deceive the public "have 
had a counterfeit label made. 

The trial of the dynamiter Socialists. 
In Chicago, has been concluded with a 
verdict of guilty against all the defend- 
ants. The trial was In some respects 
the most remarkable criminal trial that 
ever took place In this country. It 
began on the 21st dav of June, and 
occupied a period of exactly two 
months. Twenty -two days of this 
period were occupied in Impaneling the 
jury. In all BM1 men were examined, 
from whom the twelve "good and true 
men" were chosen. Of the whole 
number I HO were rejected upon per- 
emptory challenges by the attorneys 
for the defense, who exhausted their 
legal privilege. The taking of testi- 
mony occupied twentv-six days and the 
arguments of the lawyers eight days. 
The jury agreed upon their verdict on 
thi! first ballott, the voice of every man 
being :— Guilty of the crime of murder 
as charged in the indictment. Seven 
are to be hanged and the eighth to suf- 
fer fifteen years' Imprison men jt. 


Cutting Released. 

The Mexican Supreme Court 
has released Cutting, the man 
over whom some thought this 
country and Mexico would go to 
war. 

There wae a good deal of blust- 
er iu various localities, and men 
announced their intention to 
march against Mexico in defiance 
of law and authority. That was 
a species of foolishness that 


ought to be - condemned. Our 
Government is not bo cowardly 
that.it will not protect its rights 
when there is need of such action. 


The development of prohibi- 
tion sentiment is so rapid that 
even enthusiasts are surprised. 
From one end of the laud to the 
other the agitation continues to 
increase, and every opposition is 
steadily yielding to the healthy 
temperance sentiment that every- 
where prevails. 

Prohibition, State and Nation- 
al, is already an assured principle 
of onr Government, and the only 
question that remains unsolved 
is, the way in which it shall be 
accomplished. So, while . the 
minds are striving upon the sea 
to bring this matter to a head, 
let the work of educating the 
popular mind to the truth re- 
garding the d est r ti ctj vein flue nee 
ol the liquor triffie upon the in- 
dustries and morals of tbe coun- 
try go on until that overflowing 
scourge passes over which will 
sweep away thia unianctified 
business.
